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g The Nave, East. Looking eastwards up the Nave of 
^ Rochester Cathedral one sees, beyond clusters of graceful 
pillars, the two wings of the' Nave, its Norman arcade and 
z triforium, and its curious flat wooden ceiling, ribbed, in the 
* Nave Transept, to imitate stone. Between the Nave and 
oj the Choir is a stone screen, decorated with eight statues, 
jE put up to the memory of Dean Scott. 
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
